Every- 
one In Germany has plenty to eat, 
but it is not measured by the amount 
of money you have. It is measured 
by the size of your family. That'is 
especially true of bread. 
"The government is looking after 
everything and paying well for every- 
thing it takes. All surplus cattle are 
being killed and' the meat preserved 
under the supervision of the- govern- 
ment. There are over 
600,000 pris- 
oners in Germany now, and they are 
being Used to drain the marshes, and 
this spring thousands- and thousands 
of acres of rich soil which hereto-

The interstate trade commission act 
land the Clayton law, Mr. Starr said 
were merely two of the recent laws 
which attempted to realize something 
along the lines of the new system 
The Clayton act brought forth a new 
business principle, directly opposed to 
the 'Sherman act which was founded 
upon the idea that competition is the 
lite of trade.. The new law embodied 
the idea that competition relentless- 
ly pursued may be ruinous to trade 
and may even- cause its death. The 
new law forbids 
carrying competi- 
tion to this extreme but at the same 
time forbids price agreements which 
tend toward monoply. 


-The purpose :of the law, Mr.. Starr 
characterized- as commendable 'but 
he criticised its clauses as vague and 
Indefinite. In addition in 
conjunc- 
tion with the trade commission set;
